HOW TO STOP NOSE BLEED. 


A simple way of stopping nose 
bleedings is to wind a piece of tissue 
\paper about two inches long into a 
tight roll half the size of the little 
finger. This is then placed in the 
mouth under the upper lip, as far 
up as it can go. Of course this 
brings it just beneath the nose, and 
with the tongue the roll is kept in 

osition. The advantage of this is 
hat the nose presses against the 
arteries leading to the nasal pas- 
sages, and stops the blood before it 
‘can reach theri. 

Jn very severe cases tying a hand- 
kerchief around the arms and legs, 
making the bandages tight enough 
to stop circulation, effectually stops 
phe nose from bleeding. In remov- 

the bandages all must not be 

en off at once, but each one slow- 
fly, that the blood may not flow 
quickly, breaking out again at the 
weak place. When the bleeding is 
go severe as to require this treat- 
ment it would be well to call a phy- 
sician.

FORCE TO CRUSH APACH®S, 


Private Body of Sleuths May Be 
Formed in Paris. 


M. Clemenceau, the French Pre- 
mier, is considering a proposal to 
establish a new body of semi-pri- 
vate police, ta be called the ‘‘Vig- 
ilies Parisiennes.’’ 

By this project the men would 
take the same oath as the rest of 
the force, and would-be under the 
control of the prefecture, but would 
be paid by an annual subscription 
from the inhabitants of the quar- 
ters they patroled. 

They would be given a special 
uniform and thoroughly well armed 
by the prefecture, and their duty 
would be to watch over the security 
of the houses on their beat, as well 
as to give their aid when required 
by the public. 

The draft project suggests the en- 
rolment of 3,000 of these ‘‘vigil- 
antes,’’ one-third of whom would 
be on bicycles. The principal, dif- 
ficulty the scheme may have to en- 
counter will be as to whether the 
subscription is to be voluntary or 
in the nature of a small tax. 

As it is not the house owners but 
the tenants who are to be protect- 
ed, it wil be seen that a difficulty 
would arise.

EYES TO ORDER. 


Artificial eyes, which have nowa- 


days reached a high state of per- 


fection, are by no means a recent 
invention The Egyptian priests, 
who practised medicine centuries 
before the Christian era, made sub- 
stitutes for eyes. Taking a piece 
of flesh-colored cloth the size of the 
empty socket, they attached it to 
a piece of clay of the size of a hu- 
man eye. This was painted, and 
the whole secure! fixed over the 
socket. It was not until the six 
teenth century that artificial eyes 
were made to fit into the socket. 
Previous to that, a thin metal band 
covered with leather was used, the 
eye being painted on one end, the 
other end gripping the back of the 
head. Then, in 1561, eyeballs of 
gold, with a pupil done in enamel, 
came into vogue. Next came porce- 
lain eyes, which, on account of 
their cheapness, were very popular ; 
and, lastly, glass was used. Even 
in Shakespeare's day glass eyes 
were very well made ; but, compared
